After every on* of my 
talks for the first few months, I 
would find my faoe and head cov­ 
ered with perspiration." 
All of this had it* detrimental 
effect, the critic and columnist re ­ 
grets. 
"My nervousness made me go 
fast," he aays. 
"Presently I began 
to receive

the microphone, I find myself calm ­ 
ing down.”

are rich 
in vitamins B and 
C, 
while 
the

good amount of vitamin A in addi­ 
tion to the other two. 
"Well-cooked fish is a delicious 
food and the woman who ‘‘simply 
can’t cook fish” would do well to 
learn how. 
The way you cook your fish de­ 
pends on the kind. Oily or ’’fat’’ 
fish should not be cooked in fat, 
but lean fish may be sauted or 
larded 
and baked or 
broiled 0» 
■teamed. Fat fish can, of course 
be cooked hv mean* of broiling 
or boiling or steaming. If fat fish 
is baked it should be placed on 
a rack to prevent it from becom­ 
ing strong flavored by being cook­ 
ed in its own <at. 
Small brook fish arc delicious 
when pan broiled or fried in deep 
fat. Fillet of fish are good fried in 
deep fat. Deep fat frying is prefer­ 
able to pan frying since less fat 
is absorbed In the form er method. 
People who live far inland need

W hat does liberty mean? 
Liberty 
m eans ‘leave to live by 110 man's leave un­ 
derneath the law.’ 
Liberty means the right to free speech. 
Free speech is a prim e essential in our 
country. 
It w as practiced in the New 
England town 
m eeting, which 
underlies 
our Government. A ny attem pt to delimit it 
now is un-Am erican and subversive. 
F or 
example, as long as the individual advo­ 
cates governm ental changes through due 
process of law. and under the C onstitution 
of the United States, he ír absolutely w ith­ 
in his rights, no m atter w hat those changes 
may he. 
Any m an ha< a perfect right to 
advocate that th is country tie turned in­ 
to a monarchy or th at all law be abolished, 
providing that he advocates these changes 
be accomplished by law, and not by law­ 
lessness. 
O ur Constitution has specially 
foreseen this contingency in providing in 
its inception the m ethod by which it mav 
be modified or changed.

On Ju n e 7, 1776, R ichard H enry 
Lee m oved In congress th a t "these 
united colonies a re and of rig h t 
ought to be free and andependent 
states, th a t they are absolved from 
all allegiance to the B ritish crow n, 
and
